Paris, Jan. 1.—What ia regarded

Konrppatkin, the Russian war minis- 
ter and Gen. Andre, the French minis- 
ter of war. The Russian minister 
telegraphed to General Andre bU 
wishes for the happiness and prosperi- 
ty of himself and the French a«r*y 
for th* New Year.

dre referred to the friendship which 
united the two armies, "which show* 
itself in all circumstances" and con- 
cluded with extending cordial visaes 
for the prosperity and greatness of 
l the Russian army.

lectures delivered at the various in- 
stitute*, aid other matter reotilred by 
law to be puMishe-J 
Tnis county 


farmers' institute feature of agricul- 
tural work in Ohio was inaugurated 
some yearb ago. Twenty-seven iiistl 
vutes were arranged for, and at the 
close of the season, it had developed 
that the institute idea was a most 
popular and valuable one, and urgent 
demands came from all parts of the 
state for their continuance and en- 
largement. It was not long until the 
general assembly of Ohio became im- 
pressed wkh the Importance ot this 
institute work, recognizing, aa it did, 
the effective means afforded for agri- 
cultural education to the mass of Ohio 
farmers and the consequent better- 
ment of agricultural' conditions which 
was to the financial interest of the 
state 
Consideration by the general 


assemb'y culminated in the law under 
which tlie institutes have for a num- 
ber of years been conducted. They 
increased rapidlv in numbers and pop- 
ularity until the very limit of the 
means afforded Is now exhausted each 
year, but still the demands Increase. 
At present about 260 can b» provided 
for. 
In arranging for them a great 


amount of work is required of the de- 
partment, in order that justice may 
be (Jone to each county of the state. 
Th .-ty-flve lecturers are engaged by 
the board, gentlemen who are special- 
ists in certain lines of agricultural 
work 
These lecturers are assigned 


two to an institute, and sent out on 
the different circuits formed, to aid 
the local antnoriues and assist the 
local talent in conducting the Insti- 
tute work 
Ohio is doing more far- 


mers' institute work than any other 
state, and at a great deal leas cost 


In a subsequent article, tbe work, ot 


the State Beard of Agricnlture *a con- 
nection with Ohio's annual State fair 
will be discussed,' as well as other 
features of th* board's duties

The law makes provision for the '.

contains niauy of the moat valuable i 
leciurts delivered «.l the varioua iu-' 
stitutes, and other ;catter required by \ 
law to 
be published. Tiiis county ^i 


farmers' institute feature of agricul- ; 
tura! worx in Oaio was inaugurated j 
some years a*o. Twenty-seven inscl- i 
tutes were arranged for, and at the j 
close of the season, it had developed j 
that the institute idea was a most j 
popular and valuable one, and urgent ! 
demands came from all parts of the j 
state for their continuance and en- I 
largement. It was not long until the j 
general assembly of Ohio became im-1 
pressed with- the importance of this 
institute work, recognizing, as it did, 
the effective.means afforded .for agri- 
cultural education to the mass of Ohio 
farmers and the consequent better- 
ment of agrtsultural cAditions which 
was to toe financial interest of the 
state. Consideration by the general 
assembly culminated in the law under 
which the institutes have for a num- 
ber of years been conducted. They 
increased rapidly in numbers and pop. 
ularity until the very limit of the 
means afforded SB now exhausted eacb 
year, but still the demands increase. 
At present (ibout 260 can b» provided 
for. In arranging for them a great 
amount of work is required of the de- 
partment, in -order that justice may 
be done to each county of the state. : 
Tlt/ty-five lecturers are engaged by 
fha board, gentlemen who are special-1 
ists in : certain lines of agricultural | 
work. These .lecturers are assigned, 
two to an institute, and sent out on 
the- different circuits formed,, to. aid 
the local authorities and assist the 
local talent in conducting the insti- 
tute .work. Ohio is doing more far- 
mers' institute work than any other 
state, and at a great deal less coat.
